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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 1 and 13-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Prior art wrist and hand exercisers are known. Fuentes (U.S.

exercising device including a gripping portion, and specifically teaches recesses 
extending beyond a central part adapted to receive fingers of a user. Wallisch fails to 
teach the protrusions aligned in a circular arc, and further fails to teach protrusions 
being shaped differently to correlate to the thumb versus the fingers of a user. 



3. Grube (U.S. 4,580,582) as pictured 




teaches a device including a 
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lower part (20) comprising non-skipping means (68), a mobile upper part (18) capable of 
rotating relatively to the lower part, and means for coupling the upper and lower parts 
(28), and further teaching a hollow central part (44), and a plurality of recesses formed 
by two main protrusions on opposite sides of the central part, and three protrusions 
located substantially in circle arc between the two main protrusions (see fig. 1). Grube 
fails to teach two of the protrusions having one shape and other protrusions having a 
different size/shape to adapt to the thumbs and fingers of a user. 
4. The prior art of record fails to teach the device as pictured 



part, and rotatably attached upper part including a hollow central part (16) conformed to 
receive a user's palm, recesses defined by main protrusions and interdigit protrusions 
arranged in a substantially circular arc, with the main protrusions having a different 
shape and size from the interdigit protrusions in order to accommodate the thumb 
versus the fingers of a user.
